having

invitatio ns 
sent o ut, their meeting sho uld be a 
large o ne, fo r many there are in this 
land who can take refuge under such 
a wide-spreading family tree, 
* These events are wo rthy o f 
en­ 
co uragement and a wider reco gnitio n 
than they have y et received.

But I beg y o ur pardo n fo r making a 
co rrectio n o r tw’o . 
I did no t mean 
to say that the best farm 
in 
the 
mo untains co uld be bo ught fo r $9 0, 
but that w'as the co st o f the best 
farm in a settlement, o n a mo untain 
which I visited, and where I preach­ 
ed. 
While the co untry do es no t gen­ 
erally pro duce eno ugh co rn to supply 
its inhabitants (and co rn is abo ut 
the o nly grain they raise), they pur­ 
chase flo ur etc., fro m the pro ceeds o f 
the sale o f timber, which is generally 
flo ated do wn the rivers.

W hile mo st o f the native preachers 
are uneducated, a number o f them 
are earnest, go dly men. 
Nearly all 
funerals, as I stated, are held dur­ 
ing the fall mo nths fo r several rea­ 
so ns, go o d ro ads, go o d weather and 
abundance o f vegetables to feed the 
multitudes, which is the custo m o f 
the mo st 
ho spitable 
Highlanders. 
The services at the funeral o ften be­ 
gin o n Friday and clo se o n 
Sunday 
evening. 
The o bject o f my visit and lecture 
was to interest y o ur peo ple in these 
Highlanders, who are their neighbo rs, 
and do ubtless many o f 
them 
their 
kindred, a splendid peo ple, lo ng ban-, 
dicapped by their po verty and iso la­ 
tio n. 
Tens o f tho usands 
o f 
them 
served in the Federal 
Army , 
and 
there is no purer white blo o d o n this 
co ntinent 
than 
these 
nglo -Saxo n 
and Sco tch-Irish Highlanders. 
They 
are mo st wo rthy o f o ur help, and I 
ho pe y o ur peo ple will 
avail 
them­ 
selves o f the ‘privilege and the re­ 
ward o f tho se who help their 
po o r 
neighbo rs. 
I greatly enjo y ed my visit to y o ur 


beautiful city , la nd 
y o ur 
splendid 
chautauqua

caused 
Hersehel to leave ho me late Sunday 
night. 
As usual, Sunday night Her- 
schel to o k his ho rse and buggy and 
went fo r a drive. He fo und the o ther 
bo y and they went to St. Paul, where 
they bo arded an interurban fo r Indi­ 
anapo lis. 
The bo y was no t missed 
fro m ho me until 
Mo nday 
mo rning, 
and a search was started. The ho rse 
and buggy was fo und in St. Paul, and 
it was learned by Fo wler that liis so n 
had bo ught a ticket fo r Indianapo lis. 
Fro m relatives the bicy elemen learn­ 
ed that Hersehel was wo rking in Li1® 
candy facto ry .

After Expenses Are Deducted, Bal­ 


ance Will be Used to Build 


Good Roads in Indiana. 


TAGS A R E BIG G EST E X P E N S E 


Many peo ple thro ugho ut the state 
do no t appear to understand ho w the 
new state auto mo bile tax is to 
be 
distributed, and 
co mplaint 
against 
the new law is based iqpo n a lack o f 
info rmatio n. 
Fo r the 
benefit o f 
tho se who do no t fully understand 
the law we o ffer the fo llo wing: 
A fter deducting the expense o f is­ 
suing tags, co llecting the license fee 
and o ther items, o ne-third o f the net 
fees co llected is to he equally dis­ 
tributed to tlie ninety -two co unties; 
the seco nd and third is to be pro ­ 
rated to each co unty acco rding to 
the number o f 
auto mo bile 
licenses 
paid fo r, and the last third is to be 
distributed to the co unties in pro ­ 
po rtio n to the number o f miles o f 
go o d ro ads in the co unty . 
All this 
fund is to go to the repair o f the 
ro ads. 
It is estimated that abo ut 
75 per cent o f the tax paid will be re­ 
turned to each co untv.

The new parcel 
po st regulatio ns 


went into effect y esterday . It is no w 
po ssible to send by mail a parcel no t 


exceeding 
seventy -two 
inches 
in 


length co mbined, and no t exceeding 
twenty po unds in weight to the first 


and seco nd zo nes, and eleven po unds 
to all o ther zo nes. 
The rate o f po s­ 
tage o n fo urth-elass m atter weigh­ 
ing no t mo re than fo ur o unces is 
1 
cent fo r each o unce o r fractio n o f 
an o unce, regardless o f distance; and 
o n m atter in excess o f fo ur o unces 
in weight the rate 
will be by the 
po und. 
The lo cal parcel po st rate 
ranges fro m 5 cents a po und to 15 
cents fo r twenty po unds fo r the first 
zo ne, fifty miles, 5 to 24 cents; sec­ 
o nd zo ne, fifty to 150 miles, 5 to 24 
cents; 
third zo ne, 150 to 300 miles, 
7 cents fo r o ne po und to 57 cents fo r 
eleven po unds; 
fo urth zo ne, 300 to 
600 miles, 8 to 68 cents; fifth zo ne, 
600 to 1,000 
miles, 9 to 79 
cents; 
sixth zo ne, 1,000 to 1,400 miles, 10 
cents to $1.; 
seventh zo ne, 1,400 to 
1,8 00 miles, 11 cents to $1.11; eighth 
zo ne, all o ver 1,8 00 miles, 12 cents 
to $1.32. 
Additio nal new 
regulatio ns 
have 
been ado pted as fo llo ws: 
The rate o f 
po stage 
fo r seeds, 
bulbs, scio ns, etc., (fo r pro pagatio n) 
is 1 cent 
fo r each two 
o unces o r 
fractio n thereo f. 
The lo cal rate is applicable to par­ 
cels o f the fo urth-elass intended fo r 
delivery at the o ffice o f mailing, in­ 
cluding rural ro utes starting there­ 
fro m. 
The rate to any po int in the H a­ 
waiian islands, Alaska, Canada, can­ 
al zo ne, 
Cuba, 
Mexico , 
Panam a, 
Philippines and to the United States 
po stal agency at Shanghai, China, 
(except fo r parcels 
weighing fo ur 
o unces o r less, o n which the rate is 
1 cent fo r 
each o unce o r fractio n 
thereo f) 
shall be 12 cents fo r the 
first po und and 12 cents fo r each 
additio nal po und o r fractio n thereo f. 
Parcels fo r the canal zo ne, Mexi­ 
co and Panam a must be acco mpani­ 
ed by custo ms declaratio n and are 
therefo re mailable at the main o ffice 
o r classified statio n thereo f. 
Parcels fo r Canada 
and 
Cuba 
must no t exceed 
fo ur po unds six 
o unces in weight; 
tho se fo r Mexi­ 
co and Panam a can no t exceed that 
weight unless sent by internatio nal 
parcel po st. 
In additio n to the name and ad­ 
dress o f the sender, which is requir­ 
ed, it is permissible to write o r print 
o n the 
co vering o f a 
parcel o f 
fo urth-class m atter, o r o n a tag o r 
label attached thereto , the o ccupa* 
tio n o f the sender, And to indicate ij* 
a small space % means o f marks, 
letters, 
numbers, names 
o r o ther 
brief descriptio n, the character o f 
tfie parcel, but ample space must be 
left fo r the full address and fo r the 
necessary po stage stamps. 
Inscrip­ 
tio ns 
such as “Merry 
Christm as,” 
“Please do no t o pen 
until Christ­ 
mas,” 
“Happy Newr Year,” 
“With 
Best Wishes,” and the like, may be 
plaeed o n the co vering o f the par­ 
cel in such manner as no t to inter­ 
fere with the address. 
Printed m atter relating to the a r­ 
ticle o f merchandise it acco mpanies 
is regarded as descriptive o f the a r­ 
ticle and is a permissible additio n; 
an invo ice 
sho wing in 
writing 
o r 
printing the names and quantities o f 
articles enclo sed, to gether with in­ 
scriptio ns indicating “fo r purpo se o f 
descriptio n,” the price, sty le, sto ck, 
number, etc., is a 
permissible in- 
clo sure ; as are tailo rs’ wo rk tickets, 
partly in print and partly written 
and directio ns fo r taking medicines. 
Catalo gue^ 
co ntaining samples 
o f 
merchandise 
permanently 
affixed 
thereto , o ccupy ing at least 20 per 
cent o f the 
superficial 
area, 
are 
fo urth class m atter. W ritten m atter 
no t o f the nature o f the exceptio ns 
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abo ve cited will subject the parcel 


to the letter rate o f po stage. 
Liquids, 
pastes, 
salves, 
sharp- 
po inted instruments, seeds, po wders, 
pepper, snuff, flo ur, queen bees, fruit 


seeds, nursery 
sto ck, 
plants fo r 


pro pagatio n, candies, co nfectio nery , 
so aps, fragile and perishable a rti­ 


cles, butter, lard, fish, fresh meats, 
dressed 
fo wls, 
vegetables, 
fruits, 
berries, eggs and articles o f similar 
nature must be securely packed in 
acco rdance with the parcel po st reg­ 
ulatio ns, 
and 
parcels 
co ntaining 
fragile 
articles 
must be labeled 
“fragile,” tho se co ntaining perish­ 
able articles 
marked 
“perishable,” 
and tho se co ntaining eggs labeled 
“eggs.” 
H ats in pastebo ard bo xes 
sho uld 
be crated; 
canes, 
umbrellas and 
go lf sticks sho uld be fastened to 
sto ut bo ards fo r safe transm issio n; 
meats and meat fo o d pro ducts and 
nursery sto ck sho uld be mailed at the 
main o ffice o r at a classified statio n 
in o rder thafc It may be determined 
by 
mo re 
experienced 
emplo y es 
whether the requirements o f Sectio n 
24, parcel po st regulatio ns, are co m­ 
plied with. 
Into xigjajTts, 
po iso ns, 
po iso no us 
animals, inflammable m aterials, in­ 
fernal 
machines o r 
co mpo sitio ns 
which may kill o r which may kill o r 
injure ano ther, o r damage the mail, 
are unmailable. 
A mailable parcel o n which the 
po stage in fully prepaid may be in­ 
sured against lo ss in an amo unt no t 
exceeding $25 o n pay ment o f a fee 
o f 5 cents, and $50 o n pay ment o f a 
fee o f 10 cents. A return receipt will 
be furnished if desired. 
Parcels fo r 
Canada, Cuba, Mexico and Panam a, 
can no t be insured but may be 
re g­ 
iste re d. 
Parcels fo r the Philippine 
Islands and the canal zo ne may be 
insured, but 
indemnity is allo wed 
o nly when the lo ss o ccurs in the ser­ 
vice o f the United States. 
In view o f tlie pro visio n fo r the 
insurance o f fo urth-elass mail m at­ 
ter and the furnishing o f receipts 
fo r such mail when insured, the nec­ 
essity fo r registratio n is remo ved, 
and, therefo re, fo urth-elass 
m atter 
shall no t be admitted to the register­ 
ed mails (except fo r Canada, Cuba, 
Mexico and Panam a). 
The sender o f a mailable parcel o n 
which the po stage is 
fully 
prepaid 
may have the price o f the article and 
the charges thereo n co llected fro m 
the addressee o n pay ment o f a 
fee 
o f 10 cents in po stage stam ps affixed, 
pro vided the amo unt to be co llected 
do es no t exceed $100. 
Such a parcel 
will be insured against lo ss, witho ut 
additio nal 
charge, 
in 
an 
amo unt 


equivalent to its actual value, but no t 
to exceed $56. 
The sender o f a co llect o n delivery 
(C. O D.) parcel will be given a re­ 
ceipt sho wing the o ffice and date o f 
mailing, the number o f 
the parcel, 
and the amo unt due him. 
A C. O. D. parcel will be accepted 
fo r mailing o nly at a mo ney o rder 
o ffice and when addresed to a mo ney 
o rder o ffice. 
The po stm aster at the 
mailing o ffice will be held respo nsible 
fo r po stage required fo r the return 
o f a parcel addressed to a no n-mo ney 
o ffice. 
The C. O. D. feature do es no t ap^ 
ply to Canada, Cuba, Mexico , P ana­ 
ma, the canal zo ne and the Phillip- 
pine islands.

The majo rity o f the senate 
lo bby 
investigating co mmittee, Demo cratic 
Senato rs Overman, Reed and W alsh, 
co uldn’t wait u&tiL the 
examinatio n 
o f witnesses in rebutal o f 
Lo bby ist 
Mulhall had begun, but rushed into 
print in jhe New \p rk Wo rld with a 
signed edmmuniiaflo iT declaring th a t 
the “evidence” fully 
sustained 
the 
charges made in Mulhall’s 
co nfes­ 
sio ns. 
During 
Mulhall’s 
evidence 
they carefully co ached him, pro tec­ 
ted him fro m cro ss-examinatio n, en­ 
co uraged and abbftril fiihf m h it per­ 
juries, and then ¿-gave him the O. K. 
o f their appro val witho ut hearing a 
single witness o n the o ther side. 
It 
was the greatest farce o f an investi­ 
gatio n ever staged in co ngress, and 
having rendered their judgm ent*'fur­ 
ther co ntinuance o f their “delibera­ 
tio ns” is o f co urse o nly a waste o f 
time. 
Mr. Watso n, who , fo r three 
weeks, waited fo r a chance to go o n 
the witness stand, was to ld he wo uld 
be heard Mo nday , but when Mo nday 
arrived, the Demo cratic m ajo rity o f 
the co mmittee had already made its 
repo rt to the New Yo rk Wo rld. 
Mr. 
W atso n, therefo re, withdrew his re­ 
quest to he heard and anno unced hi* 
purpo se to take the ease to “ano ther 
tribunal where the law will be im par- 
tiallv weighed.”

Corn in these states has been ru ined 
and stock is 
su ffering 
for 
water. 
There hav e been no rains there since 
early in the spring. 
The Kansas riv er is almost dry , y et 
cities near it are drawing u pon it for 
a water su pply . 
In the corn growing districts abou t 
Wichita many fields hav e 
been 
so 
scorched by the su n that the dried 
blades hav e blown from 
the 
corn 
stalks, and the com 
scarcely 
can 
produ ce ev en fodder. The last heav y 
rain in the W ichita section was April 
7 . 
In the district abou t 
Hu tchigson, 
K a s ‘, althou gh there has 
been 
no 
good rain for weeks and the heat has 
been intense, crops and liv e stock 
hav e su ffered little becau se of 
the 
sand strata u nderflow’ of water. Many 
orchards, markets gardens and alfal­ 
fa fields in the district are being irri­ 
gated from this u nderflow'. 
In the corn raising district abou t 
St. Joseph, Mo., farm ers hav e aban­ 
doned hope sav ing the grain and are 
cu tting the stalks for fodder. 
The protracted drou ght has cau sed 
su ch a strain on the pu mping capa­ 
city of the water works stations in 
Kansas City , that the su perintendent 
of the water department, recommend­ 
ed that the city install a du al water 
sy stem to increase the water su pply . 
Officials of 
the 
packing 
hou ses 
which manu factu re mu ch of the 
ice 
u sed there annou nced that the de­ 
mands for ice iiad been so great re­ 
cently that they were forced to re­ 
du ce the amou nt su pplied to each 
dealer. 
As a resu lt some 
of

dealers hav e been u nable to su pply 
all their cu stomers. 
The meat packers, iti s asserted, 
are preparing to boost the price of 
beef 
to 
almost 
prohibitiv e 
rates. 
Their ex cu se is the 
record-breaking 
drou ght in K ansas, Oklahoma and 
the sou thwest. 
The intention of the 
packers became apparent 
when 
a 
representativ e of one of the largest 
packing hou ses in the cou ntry pre­ 
dicted that the retail price of beef 
will go to u nheard of prices this win­ 
ter. 
“Forty cents a pou nd 
for 
the 
choice cu ts seems a certainty , 
4 5 
cents is a probability and ev en 5 0 
cents a possibility before 
spring/’ 
declared a packer repreentativ e. 
The com killing drou ght has de­ 
priv ed the great, cattle raising sec­ 
tions of feed for their stock. 
Fod­ 
der remains bu t the corn itself, nec­ 
essary to fatten the steers for m ar­ 
ket, will hav e to be hipped into 
Av hole 
sections of cou ntry that are natu r­ 
ally grain ex porters, at an 
ex pense' 
that preclu des the idea of any great 
profit making by the cattle raisers at 
any thing near present prices.

Salv atio n fro m the blig ht which is 
killing o ff American chestnu t trees 
may co me fro m Asia, acco rding to the 
repo rt o f the Arno ld arbo retu m o f H ar­ 
v ard u niv ersity . 
The arbo retu m au ­ 
tho rities say they hav e fo u nd that the 
fatal disease which is u o w rav ag ing 
the American trees will no t attack the 
species fro m Japan and China, and the 
o bv io u s thing to do wo u ld be to impo rt 
y o u ng chestnu t trees fro m the o rient 
to take the place o f tho se that are dy ­ 
ing here. 
Sev eral impro v ed fo rms o f the Japa­ 
nese chestnu t—which g iv es an especial­ 
ly larg e and desirable nu t—hav e lo ng 
been cu ltiv ated in the United States. 
Bu t it do es no t g ro w well in New Eng ­ 
land and the east, the climate o f the 
middle states seeming better to ag ree 
with it. 
China pro v ides the mo st fa­ 
v o rable tree fo r the eastern states. 
“Unless the rav ag es o f the disease 
can be checked,” say s the rei>o rt, “it 
Is to China th a t we mu st tu rn fo r a 
tree to replace the nativ e chestnu t in 
New Eng land. 
Fo rtu nately the co m 
mo n chestnu t o f no rthern and central 
China is a tree o f g o o d pro mise here. 
Raised in the arbo retu m fro m nu ts 
fo u nd in Peking by Pro fesso r Sarg ent 
in 19 03. the plants hav e g ro wn witho u t 
any check o r inju ry and are no w fo rm ­ 
ing tall, straig ht stems and narro w 
heads. 
They flo wered and pro du ced a 
few fru its last y ear, and they are no w 
co mjng into blo o m ag ain and lo o k as 
if they wo u ld so o n beco me pro du ctiv e.”

In strang e sy mbo ls, so finely w ritten 
that the entire po em is co ntained o n 
a tablet sev en inches squ are, the pilm- 
itiv e histo rian harks back to the be­ 
g inning o f all thing s. Then there were 
sev en g o ds, chief o f which were Ann 
and Enifl, and a g o ddess, Nintu , the 
tablet say s. Nintu it was who created 
mankind, who m she called “my crea­ 
tio ns.” 
T e lls of the Creation. 
Like the tii st chapter o f Genesis, the 
Baby lo nian po em o pens with a recital 
o f the creatio n. 
Nintu , g o d mo ther o f 
hu mans, is lamenting that the o ther 
g o d seems bent o n their destru ctio n. 
“At that time Nintu wailed like a 
wo man in trav ail.” reads tlie transla­ 
tio n. 
“The ho ly Ishtar wailed o n ac­ 
co u nt o f the peo ple. 
Enki. g o d o f wis­ 
do m. held co u nsel with Ahu . Eniil and 
Nintu o v er the pro po sed destru ctio n o f 
mankind. 
Ziu g idda, 
hig h 
priest 
o f 
Shu ru ppak. made o beisance to tbe g o ds 
and pray ed, pro strating himself in hu ­ 
mility ." 
The Ziu g idda o f the Baby lo nians, it 
is believ ed, was the No ah o f the He­ 
brews. 
The tablet tells o f Zlu g idda’s 
learning fro m the g reat g o d. Enki. that 
mankind was to be destro y ed “by a 
rainsto rm .” 
Then co mes a des rip- 
tio n o f terrific wind and rains. 
“After sev en day s the rainsto rm had 
passed o \e r the land and carried away 
the hu g e bo at. 
Then the su n g o ds 
came fo rth shedding lig ht o v er heav en 
and earth. 
Ziu g idda o pened the ro o f 
o f his ship and the lig ht o f the su n 
g o d was let in.” 
This v ersio n differs 
in respect to the du ratio n o f the flo o d 
described in Genesis.

The particu lar tablet fro m which the 
sto ry fro m which the flo o d was trans­ 
lated, the anno u ncement say s, may be 
as o ld as 5,000 y ears and is reaso n­ 
ably certain to be no mo re recent than 
the reig n o f Ilam u rabi, abo u t 2100 B.

“McDermo tt wo u ld rather lie than 
eat,” was o ne o f the cho ice bits o f tes­ 
timo ny inserted by McMichael. 
McMichael testified that altho u gh he 
had been emp lo y ed at a co mp ensatio n 
o f $50 a mo nth by Mu lhall fro m 19 09 
to 19 11, his wo rk had co nsisted so lely 
in co llecting and mailing bills, rep o rts 
and o ther co ngressio nal do cu ments to 
v ario u s interested members o f the N. 
A. M., and in fu rnishing the W ashing­ 
to n o ffice o f Jam es A. Emery with all 
legislativ e do cu ments bearing o n labo r 
matters. 
McMichael swo re he serv ed as co n­ 
fidential secretary o r clerk to McDer­ 
mo tt fro m the Six tieth co ngress u ntil 
within the last y ear, a p erio d o f nearly 
six y ears. 
He said that little if any 
co mp ensatio n ev er was allo wed him 
by McDermo tt.

Confident His "Personal Rep- 


resentative" Will Find Way 


to Settle Problem. 


D 


ESPITE disquieting reports to 


tbe effect that be is persona non 
grata with tbe Mexican gov- 
ernment, with the arrival in 


Mexico City of Jobn Lind. personal 
representative of President Wilson, tbe 
administration 
is steadily 
growing 


more hopeful that the Mexican tangle 
will be speedily solved and the possi- 
bility of armed intervention by the 
United States negatived. On tbe other 
hand, it is freely predicted, unless the 
Huerta government sees tbe light and 
recognizes tbe fact that Mr. Lind's 
mission is purely one of peace, this al- 
titude may result in the raising of 
the United States embargo on the ex- 
portation of arms into that republic. 
Many believe that this would be the 


^ quickest method of relieving a situa- 


tion wbieli hourly grows more trying. 
Colonel Eduardo Hay, of tbe Constitu- 
tionalist army, who has been in Wash- 
ington urging the senate to remove 
this embargo, has reiterated frequently

that if it was lifted the Constitution- 
alist forces could bring Huerta to 
terms within ninety days, and the mili- 
tary experts at Washington are prone 
to agree with him. 


Mr. Lino's Status. - 


Officially Mr. Lind. who was once 


governor of Minnesota and a repre- 
sentative in congress and later senator 
from that state, is described as "ad- 
viser to tbe embassy in the present 
situation." In fact be is a mediator 
in embryo. 
It is for him to impress 


upon the warring Mexican factions the 
necessity of peace and the urgent need 
of an immediate settlement of their 
differences. 


Whether he can do* it or not only 


the events of the near future will de- 
termine, and those officials in closest 
touch with the Mexican situation are 
inclined to be cautious in expressing 
an opinion. 


Ex-Governor Lind is regarded as a 


strong "man, capable of sizing up the 
situation, although it is recognized that 
he will find his mission exceedingly 
difficult, because of his unfamiliarity 
with Latin-Americans and the Spanish 
language. It has been also a matter of 
comment in official circles that Mr. 
Lind is not thoroughly familiar with 
past events in Mexico. He has not, as 
a citizen of Minnesota, been particu- 
larly interested in the Mexican situa- 
tion, and he spent only three days in 
Washington conferring with the presi- 
dent and the secretary of state before 
leaving for Mexico City. 
Secretary 


Bryan, however, has great confidence 
In his ability to carry out his instruc- 
tions. 


The President's Policy. 


It is understood in Washington that 


President Wilson is steadfast in his 
policy to end all thought of recognition 
of the Huerta government and all 
thought of intervention 
in Mexico. 


Positively the policy includes an at- 
tempt at mediation by Mr. Lind, with 
a view to bringing about a constitu- 
tional election of a president in Mexi- 
co; the possible retirement of Huerta 
end the appointment of a provisional 
president whom the United States can 
recognize as a prelude thereto, togeth- 
er with a suspension of hostilities 
pending the proposed election. The 
negative features of the policy of the 
administration were clearly indicated 
by the acceptance of Henry Lane Wil- 
son's resignation as ambassador to 
Mexico, and tbe positive features are 
contained in the instructions given to 
Mr. Lind. 


It seems certain that the new policy 


of tbe administration will not be ac- 
ceptable to Mexico. 
Mr. Lind holds 


no office which is recognized between 
nations. President Hnerta may decline 
to see him altogether, and it is plain 
that a grave responsibility rests upon 
bis shoulders in speaking for the presi- 
dent direct among the factional repre- 
sentatives in Mexico. The'siimhiisfra-

Complexities of New Policy. 


It has been obvious for some tim 


past that Jhe new policy of the aduiiu 
istration does not contemplate in an 
way a recognition of the Huerta ; 
eminent and thus it becomes mos 
complex by reason of the deviou 
method employed to solve the1 Mex 
can problem. 
Cp to this time th 


Huerta government has received n 
official recognition from the Unite 
States, which is now. in effect, askin 
that government to retire in the Inter 
est of permanent peace in Mexico. A 
previously stated. Mr. Lind has no oth 
cial status and is not in fact a repr 
seutative of the government of th 
United States, but of the presiden 
personally. 
So far as the Mexica 


government is concerned, it was re 
cently stated by a member of the sen 
ate committee on foreign relations i 
Washington, Mr. Lind has no mor 
standing in Mexico tlSan any othe 
American citizen except that conferre 
upon him by the president This min 
gling of the official and unofficial nee 
essarily imposes new respousibilitie 
on all concerned which are not cover 
ed fully by law or treaty obligations. 


The policy of the administration i: 


sending ex-Governor Liud to the Mex 
lean capital iu this quasiofficial fash 
ion, 
is a new one. so far as this rotin 


try is concerned. The nearest approac. 
to it was the mission of James Bloun 
of Georgia, who was sent to Hawai 
in 1S92 by President Cleveland a 
"paramount" commissioner. 
The re 


suit of his trip was the restoration o 
the monarchy in those islands. Presi 
dent Wilson and Secretary Bryan ar 
believed by those in touch with affair 
of state in Washington to have workec 
out the policy over the protests of ad 
vlsers in the state department who ar 
well versed in international law. Thn 
tbe policy is an experiment still seem 
to be the opinion of Washington.

Officials close to the administration 


have asserted since Mr. Lind's depart 
ure that Mr. Lind carried to Mexico a 
complete plan of action, including in 
structions to bring the friendly ad 
vances of President Wilson to the at 
tention of President Huerta. if possi 
ble.

Lind's distinguished services in th.. 
house a few years ago look upon his 
selection for tbe delicate Mexican mis 
sion with favor. 
They believe Mr 


Lind will make good if any one can 
At the same time, they point out that 
as a member of congress. Mr. Lind was 
extremely independent at times, even 
breaking with his party when its dec! 
sions did not accord with his own 
Some of his former colleagues go so 
far as to say that he was impulsive 
and not always tactful in his legisla 
tive methods, but all unite in praising 
the honesty and integrity and complete 
good faith with which he entered upon 
and conducted the legislative contest 
in which he played a prominent part. 


First Task Difficult. 


Mr. Lind's first task now will be to 


ascertain the exact attitude of General 
Huerta and his followers concerning 
mediation and incidentally to express 
the view that the resignation of Huer- 
ta, whose nasie is inseparably linked 
with the murder of Madero, would be 
wise and would make a truce between 
the federals and the rebels possible, 


attitude of Huerta has already 


ebown this to be a difficult if not Im- 
possible task. 


If he succeeds Mr. Lind will then 


approach the other factions In an ef- 
fort to bring on an armistice and a 
constitutional election under the super- 
vision of a provisional president who 
would be satisfactory to both sides. 


What the administration wants most 


of all is Huerta's resignation. If this 
can be brought about the atmosphere 
will be greatly clarified. From some 
sources the administration "has been 
advised that Huerta could be Induced 
to withdraw, although to counteract1 
this there is published an official state- 
ment from the •Oiity of Mexico that 
Huerta will do nothing of the kind.; It 
Is believed by tho ndmfnlRfrnrlon that 


Huerta's attitude, as described in th 
newspapers, is likely to prove very di 
ferent from that which he will assum 
with the personal representative of th 
president of the United States, wh 
will tell him in effect that the Unite 
States wants him to get out 


Many Problems Ahead. 


If Mr. Lind's mission is a succes 


and he gets all sides to agree to 
peaceful election the problem whlc 
will then confront Mexico will still b 
difficult 
It may be necessary even, 


say the experts, to revise the electora 
laws of Mexico and to provide ne 
machinery for elections. The existin 
law is obviously designed to give thos 
in charge of the election complete con 
tro! of the machinery. Under such cir 
cumstances the election would proba 
bly prove unsatisfactory and Inconclu 
sive. with the chances great that th 
defeated faction would take to the flelf 
again. 


In the meantime Mr. Lind. as th 


personal representative of Presideu 
Wilson in Mexico City, will have 
freedom of action that will tend t 
give him greater powers than thos 
possessed 
by an ambassador, wh 


would be restricted by the customs an 
practices of diplomacy. He will act a 
adviser to Mr. O'Shaiighnessy. charg 
d'affairs at the embassy in Mexic 
City, until such time as the Mexica 
situation is straightened out,'when, i 
the administration consents to recog 
nize the government that succeed 
Huerta's. he will .probably be namec 
should he wish it. as our next ambas 
sador to the southern republic.

Mr. lind's Career. 


Ex-Governor Lind has had no expert 


ence in diplomacy and has not residee 
in a Latin-American country.

portaut office of mediator is credited 
to Mr. Bryan. During the time that 
lie and Mr. Bryan were in congress 
Mr. Lind was a Republican. He bolt 
ed the Republican party in 1SOG on ac- 
count of his adherence to free silvei 
views and became a follower of Mr 
Bryan. 
He remained in the Demo 


cratic party in the Roosevelt-Parkei 
campaign in 1004 and the Taft-Wiisoi 
campaign in 1012, 


Mr. Liud was born in Sweden fifty 


nine years ago, and came to the United 
States when lie was fourteen years old 
The Lind family settled in Minnesota 
and the future governor was edueatec 
in the public schools there. He taught 
school, studied at the University of 
Minnesota for n year, and was admit- 
ted to the bar in 1S7G.

their opinions of the directors in whom 
they had trusted and to devise means 
of protecting themselves, depositors 
of the Roseville Trust company, which 
was closed after examiners had dis- 
covered a shortage now estimated at 
more than $300,000, met. Their opin- 
ions reflected pretty much the senti- 
ment of the Roseville neighborhood 
after'a day's pondering of the proposi- 
tion that Raymond E. Smith, the miss- 
ing secretary and treasurer, was not 
the whole trust company and that 
something must be vitally wrong with 
a. banking system under which every- 
thing could be wiped out in six 
months under the noses of the direc- 
tors. 


Charles C. Lurich, a member of the 


executive committee of the directors, 
counselled calmness and was promptly 
squelched. 
Depositors who had lost 


everything did not feel that way. 
Someone asked him if he wore the di- 
rector who is rumored to have with- 
drawn $14,000 from the trust company 
a few days ago. Mr. Lurich denied 
emphatically that he was. He said 
that he did not know that there was 
anything wrong, and then they asked 
why, as a director, he didn't know. 


A committee was named to repre- 


sent the depositors and to engage coun- 
sel. 
Mauy depositors admitted that 


they were less hopeful of getting back 
their money than they are of fastening 
responsibility on someone besides the 
secretary and treasurer. 


Raymond E. Smith has not been 


heard from. 
William Fairlie, vice 


president of the trust company, de- 
clared Smith indebted to the company 
for at least $305,000. The rumor per- 
sists that the examination found the 
bank full of worthless paper. Some of 
this paper bore the name of William 
A. Schwartz of East Orange, who com- 
mitted suicide Tuesday night.

Elwood, Ind., Aug. 16.—Mistaking 


the form of Charles Cain, eighteen 
years old, for that of James Collins, 
man with whom ne had been quarrel- 
ng and whom he had threatened to 
kill, Charles Woolen, forty-six years 
old, 
shot an-1 killed the boy at the 


home of the latter's mother. Mrs. Flor- 
ence Reed, where Woolen was a 
boarder. 


Realizing his mistake as the boy 


tottered to the door and fell lifeless 
from the porch, Woolen turned the 
gun upon himself, sending a bullet 
through his brain and dying instantly. 


Woolen is said to have been angry 


when Collins visited the home and 
rushed upstairs, saying he would 'fix" 
aim. 
The boy hurried after hi^i to 


prevent trouble and Woolen, not r~c 
ognizing him in the darkness of the 
stairway, fired, the bullet piercing his 
heart. That young Cain had been pre- 
pared for trouble was shown when a 
gun was found in his pocket, after he 
was picked up from the ground where 
he had fallen. Woolen was a divorced 
man and had children living here. This 
is the first murder committed in El 
wood in eight years.

But I beg your pardon for making a 
correction or two. I did not mean 
to say that the best farm 
in- the 


mountains could be bought for $00 
but that was the cost of the best 
farm iu a settlement, on a mountain 
which I visited, and where I preach- 
ed. While the country does not gen- 
erally produce enough corn to supply 
its inhabitants (and corn is about 
the only grain they raise), they pur- 
chase flour etc., from the proceeds of 
the sale of timber, which is generally 
floated down the rivers. 


The preacher who stole pigs was

While most of the native preachers 
are uneducated, a number of them 
are earnest, godly men.

The new parcel post regulations 


went into effect yesterday. It is now 
possible to send by mail a parcel not 
exceeding 
seventy-two inches 
in 


length combined, and not exceeding 
twenty pounds in weight to the first 
and second zones, and eleven pounds 
to all other zones. The rate of pos- 
tage on fourth-class matter weigh- 
ing not more than four ounces is 1 
cent for each ounce or fraction of 
an ounce, regardless of distance; and 
on matter in excess of four ounces 
in weight the rate will be by the 
Round. 
The local parcel post rate 


ranges from 5 cents a pound to 15 
cents for twenty pounds for the first 
zone, fifty miles, 5 to 24 cents; sec- 
ond zone, fifty to 150 miles, 5 to 24 
cents; third zone, 150 to 300 miles, 
7 cents for one pound to 57 cents for 
eleven pounds; fourth zone, 300 to 
600 miles, 8 to 68 cents; fifth zone, 
600 to 1,000 miles, 9 to 79 cents;

Because Corn Fs Ruined Cattle Feed 


in Northwestern State Will Have 


to be Shipped. 


DROUGHT IS THE SOLE CAUSE 


No Rains Since Spring and Water 


Supply is Exhausted—Blades 


Brown From Corn Stalks. 


Drought in Kansas, Oklahoma and 


other western states may force the 
price of beef up to 50 cents a pound. 
Corn in these states has been ruined 
and stock is suffering for 
water. 


There have been no rains there since 
early in the spring. 


The Kansas river is almost dry, yet 


cities near it are drawing upon it for 
a water supply. 


In the corn growing districts about 


Wichita many fields have been so 
scorched by the sun that the dried 
blades have blown from 
the 
corn- 


stalks, and the corn 
scarcely 
can 


produce even fodder. The last heavy 
rain in the Wichita section was April 
7. 


In the district about Hutehinson, 


Kas!, although there has 
been no 


good rain for weeks and the heat has 
been intense, crops and live stock 
have suffered- little because of 
the 


sand strata underflow of water. Many 
orchards, markets gardens and alfal- 
fa fields in the district are being irri- 
gated from this underflow. 


In the corn raising district about 


St. Joseph, Mo., farmers have aban- 
'doned hope saving the grain and are 
cutting the stalks for fodder. 


The protracted drought ha's caused 


such a strain on the pumping capa- 
city of the water works stations in 
Kansas City, that the superintendent 
of the water department, recommend- 
ed, that the city install a dual water 
system to increase the water supply. 


Officials of 
the ipacking houses 


which manufacture much of the ice 
used there announced that the de- 
mands for ice had been so great re- 
cently that they were forced to re- 
duce the amount supplied to each 
dealer. 
As a result some of 
the 


dealers have been unable to supply 
all their customers. 


The meat packers, iti s asserted, 


are preparing to boost the price of 
beef to almost prohibitive rates. 
Their excuse is the record-breaking 
drought in Kansas, Oklahoma and 
the southwest. The intention of the 
packers became apparent when 
a 


representative of one of the largest 
packing houses in the country pre- 
dicted that the retail price of beef 
will go to unheard of prices this win- 
ter. -

declared a packer repreentative. 


The corn killing drought lias de- 


prived the great cattle raising sec- 
tions of feed for their stock. Fod- 
der remains but the corn itself, nec- 
essary to fatten the steers for mar- 
ket, will have to be hipped into whole- 
sections of country that are natur- 
ally grain exporters, at an 
expense' 


that precludes the idea of any great 
profit making by the cattle raisers at 
anything near present prices.

CHESTNUT 
TREES FREE 


FROM BLIGHT IN ASIA. 


Harvard Arboretum Points Way to 


Escape Scourge In This Country. 


Salvation from the blight which is 


killing off American chestnut trees 
may come from Asia, according to the 
report of the Arnold arboretum of Har- 
vard university. The arboretum au- 
thorities say they have found that the 
fatal disease which is now ravaging 
the American trees will nut attack the 
species from Japan and China, and the 
obvious thing to do would be to import 
young chestnut trees from the orient 
to take the place of those that are dy- 
ing here. 


Several improved forms of the Japa- 


nese chestnut—whicli gives an especial- 
ly large and desirable nut—have long 
been cultivated in the United States. 
But it does not grow well in New Eng- 
land and the east, the climate of the 
middle states seeming better to agree 
with it 
China provides the most fa- 


vorable tree for the eastern states. 


"Unless the ravages of the disease 


can be checked," says the report, "it 
Is to China that we must turn for a 
tree to replace the native chestnut in 
New England. Fortunately the com- 
mon chestnut of northern and central 
China is a tree of good promise here. 
Raised in the arboretum from nuts 
found in Peking by Professor Sargent 
in 1903, the plants have grown without 
any check or Injury and are now form- 
Ing tall, straight stems and narrow 
heads. They flowered and produced a 
few fruits last year, and they are now 
com}ng into bloom again and look as 
If they would soon become productive." 


WOULD FLY BY MAN POWER. 


French Inventors Hope to Discard Mo- 


tors In Airships. 


French aviators and inventors con 


tinne to devote much time and thought 
to the construction of a machine which 
will permit man to fly entirely by bis 
own exertion. 
No motor or other out- 


side power enters into the making of 
these small machines, called "aviettes,' 
the fundamental idea being to propel 
them by human force alone. 


The results so far have not been 


strikingly successful, but high hopes 
are entertained of several new "avi- 
ettes" now tinder course of construc- 
tion. The formula followed by these 
inventors was obtained by M. Magnan. 
director of a French technical school, 
who after years of study declares he 
has succeeded in translating the princi- 
ples of bird flight into mechanics. 


By applying his formula to the meas- 


urements of a bird M. Magnan ob- 
tained the following dimensions for an 
"aviette" of the monoplane variety, 
whose maximum weight, including the 
pilot should not be more 'than 440 
pounds: Wing surface. 32.07 square 
feet; weight of wings. 34.45 pounds: 
spread of wings. 1C feet; width of 
wings. 3.03 feet: length of tail, 4.38 
feet; length, over all. 10 feet.

WOMAN CREATOR, 
SAYS OLD TABLET 


Ancient Record Gives New Ver- 


sion of Creation, 


AT LEAST 4,000 YEARS OLD. 


Hieroglyphics on Old Babylonian Tablet 


Just Deciphered Confirm the Story of 
Noah and the Ark and Other Events 
In Biblical History—A Sensation In 
Archaeology. 


The Bible story of Noah and the flood 


is confirmed in many details by hiero- 
glyphics written at least 4,000 years 
ago, perhaps even more, by a historian 
who lived in ancient Babylon, accord- 
Ing to au announcement just made at 
Philadelphia by the 
University of 


Pennsylvania. 


The writing on a tablet—an epic of 


great length purporting to reach back 
to the creation, was deciphered at the 
museum of the university by Dr. Ar- 
nold Poebel. the announcement says- 
The tablet, said to be the oldest ever 
rescued from obliviou, was dug UP in. 
Nippur several years ago by a museum 
expedition. 


In strange symbols, so finely written 


that the entire poem is contained on 
a tablet seven inches square, the pilm- 
itive historian harks back to the be- 
ginning of all things. Then there v.-ere 
seven gods, chief of which were Ann 
and Enlil. and a goddess, Nintu. the 
tablet says. Nintu it was who created 
mankind, whom she called "my crea- 
tions." 


Tells of the Creation. 


Like the first chapter of Genesis, the 


Babylonian poem opens with a recital 
of the creation. Nintu. god mother of 
humans, is lamenting that the other 
god seems bout on their destruction. 


"At that time Xintu wailed like a 


woman in travail." reads the transla- 
tion. "The holy Ishtar wailed on ac- 
count of the people. Enki. god of wis- 
dom, held counsel with A~nu. EnHl and 
Nintu over the proposed destruction of 
mankind. 
Ziugidda. high priest of 


Shuruppak. made obeisance to the gods 
and prayed, prostrating himself in hu- 
mility." 


The Ziugidda of the Babylonians, it 


is believed, was the Noah of tho He- 
brews. 
The tablet tells of Ziugioda's 


learning from the great god. Enki. that 
mankind was to be destroyed "tiy a 
rainstorm." 
Then comes a des;rip- 


tion of terrific wind and rains. 


"After seven days the rainstorm had 


passed over the land and carried aivay 
the huge boat. 
Then the sun gods 


came forth shedding light over heaven 
and earth. Ziugidda opened the roof 
of his ship and the light of the gun 
god was let in." This version differs 
in respect to the duration of the Hood 
described in Genesis. 
There it was 


said to last forty days. 


Race Given Immortality. 


When the water subsided Zingidda 


prayed to the gods with a loud voice, 
the poem continues, and sacrificed an 
ox. a sheep and something with "a 
great horn." Through the intercession 
of Nintu the gods forgave the surviv- 
ing humon beings and gave them im- 
mortality which they did not possess 
before the flood. 


Dr. Poebel has announced that he 


will make public later a literal transla- 
tion of the epic. 
From other tablets 


found by the expedition, it would ap- 
pear, the announcement says, that 46.- 
000 years intervened between creation 
nnd tlie. flood, although one epic 
writer :'.sserts with painstaking accu- 
racy ihat the exact time was 32,223 
years, some months (exact number un- 
decipherable) and eighteen days. 


The particular tablet from which the 


story from which the flood was trans- 
lated, the announcement says, may be 
as old as 5.000 years and is reason- 
ably certain to be no more recent than 
the reign of Hamurabi, about 2100 B. 
C. It is regarded as the world's most 
ancient historical writing and is in a 
fairly good state of preservation.

LETS THE CAT OUT OF BAG 


The Man Whom Mulhal! Had Men- 


tioned 
as 
His 
"Principal 
News 


Source" Proves His Right to the 
Title in a Bit of Sensational Testi- 
mony Before Committee of House 
That Is Investigating the Lobby. 


Washington, Aug. 16.—A 
former 


chief page of the house of representa- 
tives, Isaac H. McMichael, frequent-, 
ly mentioned by Colonel Mulhall as' 
his "principal news source" on legisla- 
tive matters, gave the house lobby 
committee a new sensation when he 
testified that Representative James T. 
MeDermott of Illinois, during the pen- 
dency of a loan shark bill affecting 
pawnbrokers and "ten per centers," 
had been the paid agent of the pawn- 
brokers. 


McMichael told of a number of in- 


stances where he had obtained articles 
of his own and of McDermott's from 
the pawnbrokers of Washington, and 
named several paries who had been in 
collusion with MeDermott to prevent 
the passage of the anti-loan shark bill 
in its original form. He told of a con- 
ference in Xew York at which the 
agreement as to McDermott's activi- 
ties against the bill was effected. 


McMichael told of several instances 


in which pawned goods were removed 
from the clutches of the pawnbrokers 
without the payment of interest, and 
of other instances where they were 
returned without the payment of even 
the principal. He said that McDer- 
mott told him he had received all told 
more than $7,000 in the shakedown of 
the Washington pawnbrokers. 


In the course of his testimony Mo- 


Michael declared that Henry Xeal, 
Speaker Clark's colored messenger, and 
Harry Parker, the messenger to Chair- 
man Underwood, had been to his 
knowledge in the pay of Colonel Mul- 
hall. 


"MeDermott would rather lie than 


eat," was one of the choice bits of tes- 
timony inserted by McMichael. 


McMichael testified that although he 


had been employed at a compensation 
of $50 a month by Mulhall from. 1909 
to 1911, his work had consisted solely 
in collecting and mailing bills, reports 
and other congressional documents to 
various interested members of the N. 
A. M., and in furnishing the Washing- 
ton office of James A. Emery with all 
legislative documents bearing on labor 
matters. 


McMichael swore he served as con- 


fidential secretary or clerk to MeDer- 
mott from the Sixtieth congress until 
within the last year, a period of nearly 
six years. He said that little if any 
compensation ever was allowed him 
hy MeDermott. 
The monthly check 


for $125—a congressman's clerk's com- 
pensation—was drawn to the order of 
MeDermott, and except for $10 or $15 
at a time, MeDermott kept the money. 
McMichael also told of a scheme by 
which these secretarial clerks' salaries 
were hypothecated. 


The story of the famous conference 


room in the capitol, where Mulhall al- 
leges that numerous conferences were 
held between himself and other mem- 
bers of the X. A. M. and men prom- 
inent in public life, was described hy 
McMichael as a sub-basement commit- 
tee room. 
McMichael declared that 


keys to this room were furnished by 
MeDermott to himself and -Mulhall. 
Cross-questioned as to the uses of the 
"private conference room," McMichael 
said that its principal use so far as he 
could see was "to sleep off drunks in." 


"We all use it for that purpose, and 


I have slept off many a one there," he 
added. 


McMichael also testified that Repre- 


sentative MeDermott got part of the 
money that he, McMichael, collected 
from Colonel Mulhall. It is the belief 
here today that these disclosures v;i!l 
result in an effort to impeach McDer- 
mott and possibly an investigation Ly 
the grand jury.

was insufficient and gave the young 
woman her liberty.

MARTIN H. GLYNN 


Declines Sulzer's Proposition 
to Test Their Cases in Court. 


STATE CONTINUES TO 


HAVE TWO GOVERNORS 


Both Sulzer and Glynn Are 


Silting Tight. 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 16.—Last night 


Martin H. Glytm sent to William Sul- 
zer a letter in which he flatly re- 
fused to refer to the courts the ques- 
tion of who is the rightful governor of 
the state of New York. He said: 


"I shall perform every function of the 


office of governor except insofar as I 
am restrained by your illegal actions 
or by physical force." 


He also says that "It is beyond my 


power to barter away any of the func- 
tions attaching to the office in which 
I am placed by your impeachment." 
He contends that the court of appeals, 
to which Mr. Sulzer wants the issue 
submitted, has no right to interfere In 
impeachment proceedings. 


Mr. Glynn's letter answers the ques- 


tion which everybody In Albany has 
been asking, what he was going to do 
about Mr. Sulzer's proposal that the 
lawyers for both sides get together 
and arrange a test case to be laid be- 
fore extraordinary sessions of the ap- 
pellate division of the supreme court 
and the court of appeals. 


There was no intimation from Mr. 


Glynn as to what his next step will be. 
Mr. Sulzer still has possession of the 
executive offices, the privy seal and 
documents necessary in the business 
of state.
